If for defendant , case is over unless 
plaintiff appeals to Circuit Court (we anticipate be probably 
will).

7. Leads In P.8. : 

a) Several (3 or 4) former CIA Estonian agents and contacts 
who should be debriefed on particular aspects. Staffing 
out advisability of seeing tbea ourselves (Cl Staff re 
any FBI problems, OGC re any negatives from legal stand- 
point, etc.) 

b) Approximately 20-25 other Estonians in the U.S. vbo may 
have useful knowledge, some particularly Interesting. 

Propose to have them seen by private Investigators, but 
may desire to await results of forthcoming court bearing. 

c) Romulus Handel: After long discussion with Larry Houston, 

we decided against seeing him. (If be were put on the 
stand, the door would be opened for Raskauskas to demand
